2. WESAID TOSADLI THAT WE NOT QUALIPIED TO COMMENT ON 
SUBSTANCE OP QUESTIONS NOW BEING REVIEWED WITH OIL COMPANIES. 
OUR IMPRESSION, HOWEVER, IS THAT COMPANIES ARE VERY SERIOUS 

IN THEIR ESTIMATES OF EFFECTS OP GOI PROPOSALS AND ON THEIR 
PUTHRE EXPLORATION PROGRAMS. WE OBSERVED THAT OUTCOME OP 
NEGOTIATIONS THAT DID NOT RECOGNIZE THESE CONCERNS COULD NOT

WELL AS ADVISING ON ALTERNATIVE PROPOSALS. HE MEN- 
TIONED POSSIBLE DIFFERENT TREATMENT OF GNG (GEOLOGICAL 
AND GEOPHYSICAL) COSTS, AS EXAMPLE. HE INDICATED GOI, 
PARTICULARLY MINISTER OF NATIONAL PLANNING WIDJOJO, 
TAKING TOUGH STANCE IN TALKS FOR BARGAINING PRUPOSES. 
SADLI ADMITTED GOES "INEXPERIENCE" IN EVALUATING 
TECHNICAL ASPECTS OF CPMAPNIES' PROPOSALS ESPECIALLY

DIRE PREDICTIONS ON SHORT LIFE, STANVAC (UNDER CONTRACT 
OF WORK) STILL PRODUCING ALBIET AT PROGRESSIVELY RE- 
DUCED RATE. HE ALSO SAID PRESENTATION BY UNION WAS 
MOST PROFESSIONAL AND SOPHISTICATED. ALSO WONDERED 
ALOUD BY SHELL AND STANVAC EXPLORATION EFFORTS SO UN- 
SUCCESSFUL AS COMPARED WITH CALTEX. 

3. AMBASSADOR ASKED ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF COMPANY EX- 
EXECUTIVES CALLING ON PRESIDENT SUHARTO TO EXPLAIN 
THEIR VIEWS. SADLI REPLIED THAT PRESIDENT DID NOT 
WISH TO INVOLVE HIMSELF IN "OPERATIONAL" ASPECTS OF 
CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS. SADLI SAID HE WOULD ENCOURAGE 
COMPANIES TO CALL UPON PRESIDENT ONCE AGREEMENTS HAD
